generation to generation within his own family. 

In the 17th and 18th centuries, coopering was 

ne of the largest and most important crafts in 
the colonies. Most commodities, such as beer, 

ider, flour, butter, tar, turpentine and tobacco, 
were shipped in casks. Coopers worked inland 
and in the port towns, making not only casks of 
various sizes (barrel, hogshead, pipe), but also 
butter churns, buckets, bathing tubs, etc. 

The second film, ‘‘Hammerman in Williams- 
burg,”’ illustrates another essential tradesman 
in the colonial era. Tools and firearms had to be 
kept in order and iffon work was needed for 
houses and boats. Many farms had their own 
blacksmith shops operated by the farmer him- 
self. In many cases the smith performed work 
for his neighbors as well. 

In this film a farmer’s son arrives at the 
blacksmith’s where he sees the tools and tech- 
niques of replacing his broken chain link. He 
watches numerous other items being made and 
observes the blacksmith’s role in community 
life.

A Silver Anniversary Of 
Service To Children, Community 


By Sue Aucella Deacon 


Young Dr. William O'Reilly, a Law- 
rence native, decided that he’d like to 
bring up his small children and practice 
pediatrics in “the suburbs.’’ He chose 
Andover. 

Andover had no full-time pediatrician, 
the doctor recalls, and that helped him 
make up his mind to open his new prac- 
tice in the town next door. He felt reas- 
sured when a dozen people called to 
make appointments during his first day 
in his office at 166 North Main St. — he 
believed then that he would succeed in 
Andover. 

He was right. It’s been more than 25 
years since Dr. O’Reilly opened his peai- 
atrics practice on Aug. 3, 1959. He has 
never been in private practice anywhere 
but Andover. He still works in the same 
North Main Street office, just as he lives 
in the same Central Street house that he 
moved into with his family 25 years ago. 

oa the past quarter-century, Dr 
, O'Reilly has distinguished himself in 
many ways: as president of the medical 
staff at both Lawrence General and Bon 
Secours hospitals, as chief of pediatrics 
at Lawrence General, as a member of 
the town’s Board of Health, as an active 
member of St. Augustine’s parish, as a 
volunteer serving youth athletic leagues. 
He has been honored by the Andover Po- 
lice and Fire departments, by Merri- 
mack College, by the March of Dimes. 

Still, he is best-known and perhaps 
best-loved as the doctor who has seen 
“thousands upon thousands’’ of Andover 
youngsters grow up healthy and strong 
‘“‘We’ve run out of space in the office for 
records,’’ Alice O’Reilly points out; she 
is the doctor’s wife, as well as his recep- 
tionist and business manager. 

After 25 years, former patients (‘‘I call 
them my graduates’) are returning to 
the doctor with new patients — their own 
children. “I think that’s what we’ve en- 
joyed the most,’’ Mrs. O’Reilly says, 
“that kids we’ve watched grow up are 
coming back with their children. And 
there are a lot of them now.”’ 

Dr. O'Reilly is gray-haired, tall and 
trim, energetic. His manner is straight- 
forward but warm, and he’s generous 
with his smile. Throughout a long con- 
versation he perches, half-standing, on 
the edge of a table, ready to fly. 

He grew up in Lawrence, graduating 
from Lawrence High School in 1944. He 
went on to earn his undergraduate de- 
gree, cum laude, from Boston College in 
1950, and his M.D. from Georgetown Uni- 
versity School of Medicine in 1954. 

The new doctor served a one-year in- 
ternship at Jefferson Medical College 
Hospital in Philadelphia, Pa., followed 
by a one-year residency in pediatrics at 
Georgetown University Hospital in 
Washington, D.C. From 1956 to 1959, he 
was senior resident in pediatrics, then 
chief resident in pediatrics, and finally a 
fellow in adolescent medicine at Chil- 
dren’s Hospital National Medical Center 
in Washington, D.C. 

When did Bill O’Reilly decide to be- 
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come a doctor’ “1 think perhaps some- 
where around the fifth grade,’’ he says, 
“I started thinking about medicine.”’ 
That interest was ‘“‘nurtured’’ during a 
year-long stint in the Navy during World 
War II, 1945-1946, when he served as a 
pharmacist’s mate and worked in hospi- 
tals. 

And why pediatrics” 
He shrugs, and smiles 

By the time Dr. O’Reilly became And- 
over’s first full-time pediatrician, he was 
married to the former Alice Doyle and 
raising children of his own. (Today Wil- 
liam, Jr., 29, is an attorney who lives in 
Andover with his wife, Debra; Mary Jo 
O'Reilly Smith, 27, lives in Andover with 
her husband, J. Alford Smith, and their 
children, Alyssa and Courtney; and 
Christopher, 20, is a sophomore at Bos- 
ton College who, his father says, is still 
recovering from the Cotton Bowl.) 

Busy “right from the start,’’ Dr. 
O’Reilly’s practice has ‘‘never let 
down,” he says. “It’s as busy now as it 
was twenty-five years ago.”’ Another 
constant is Irene Normand, R.N., who’s 
been a part of the doctor’s staff from the 
beginning and has never missed a day’s 
work, he says. (‘‘He’s an easy guy to 
work for,’’ Mrs. O’Reilly offers, 
grinning. ) 

He spends most of his time in his office 
(where he believes he is the longest-run-

ning tenant in the complex), working to 
prevent children’s health problems; 
monitoring their physical, emotional and 
intellectual development; treating child- 
hood diseases; and offering routine im- 
munizations. Routinely, his patients see 
him five or six times a year during their 
first year of life, twice a year in their 
second year, and once a year after that. 

Children of the eighties are ‘‘a lot more 
sophisticated and worldly’’ than were 
their counterparts some 25 years ago, 
the doctor says. “But their behavior is 
the same, from time immemorial,” he 
adds. Adolescence in particular is and 
always has been ‘‘a time of crisis for ev- 
ery child and every family,” he notes. 

Parents, too, have changed: Now it 
seems that more and more married cou- 
ples choose to separate, he says, ‘when 
the first crisis appears. That’s been pret- 
ty noticeable during the last few years, 
and very distressing to us.” 

Dr. O’Reilly has always enjoyed ‘“‘a 
nice relationship’’ with his young pa- 
tients, ‘‘at all ages. I can converse with 
thern.”’ Beyond the ‘‘docile”’ infant stage, 
children are usually ‘‘fearful’’ in a doc- 
tor’s office, he says, and he tries to com- 
fort them with honesty. 

‘Being honest with children is very 
important. If getting a needle is going to 
hurt, I tell them what I’m going to do, 
that there will be .a little pain. When 


you're honest with them, they appreciate 
ag 

It is, in turn, their honesty that helps 
endear children to Dr. O'Reilly. ‘‘They 
are right to the point,”’ he says, laughing. 
‘There's no beating around the bush. 
And their innocence — there are great 
lessons to be learned from them some- 
times. Childlike innocence is a joy to be- 
hold.” 

Just working with children has been 
the highlight of his career, he says: 
‘Watching someone grow from birth to 
adolescence, and on to young manhood 
or womanhood. I sort of get a vicarious 
thrill seeing their accomplishments as 
students, athletes, young mothers and fa- 
thers.”’ 

But his work sometimes brings with it 
great pain as well. It is most difficult to 
deal with the death of a child, he says; 
when one of his patients is seriously ill, it 
affects the doctor deeply, Mrs. O'Reilly 
adds 

The O’Reillys lost a daughter, Judy, at 
the age of two, and Dr. O’Reilly says that 
tragedy left him with more empathy for 
the parents of his patients. ‘You can 
learn from that kind of adversity,’’ he 
says. ‘‘I became more understanding af- 
ter that. It made it easier for me to com- 
municate with parents, because I had

Dr. O'Reilly 
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had the same experience.”’ 

After 25 years, practicing medicine 
still ‘fascinates’ the pediatrician. ‘“My 
interest and intensity of interest in pedi- 
atrics certainly has stayed the same. It’s 


never boring. That’s the fascinating part 


about medicine in general and pediatrics 
in particular — there are so many 
changes, so many advances in medicine, 
that it can’t be boring if you keep up with 
it,’ he explains. ‘It demands continual 
study, and I like being a student — I en- 
joy it.” 

He is a man who enjoys many things 
playing piano, reading, writing song ly- 
rics, “‘puttering around the house’ 
and, perhaps above all, offering his serv- 
ices to any and all who might need them. 

The doctor served six years, 1971-1977, 
on the Board of Health; he has donated 
his time in various capacities to And- 
over’s Little League, junior football 
league, Babe Ruth baseball, Boy Scouts, 
ABC program, Red Cross, Visiting Nurs- 
es Association, and the local chapter of 
the Massachusetts Heart Association — 
among many other local organizations. 

The walls above the piano in his family 
room are decorated with mementoes and 
honors awarded to Dr. O’Reilly over the 
years: the March of Dimes Merrimack 
Valley Chapter Humanitarian of the 
Year award (1978); an honorary degree 
as doctor of humane letters from Merri- 
mack College (1979); a 1984 award from 
the Kiwanis Club. 

But no awards have meant more to 
him than his honorary menpbership in 
both the Andover Police and Fire depart- 
ments, bestowed upon him in 198. “I 
consider that a very, very high honor,”’ 
he says, ‘‘because they are the greatest 
group in the world.”

children to dangerous traffic. 

Brzek said she currently drives her son 
to a Tewksbury hockey clinic because it 
is more convenient than an Andover clin- 
ic offered at Phillips Academy — and she 
would rather continue to ‘drive way 
over to Phillips Academy or Tewksbury” 
than see ‘‘such a large, commercial-type 
facility’’ built on Cross Street. 

Warren Kearn of High Plain Road told 
the selectmen the parcel ‘should be 
saved for a school in the future,”’ the use 
originally intended for the land. ‘‘If they 
want to play hockey, they’ve got the 
Frost Arena and other arenas that seem 
to be going out of business,’ he said, to 
loud applause. 

According to Laura Martin of Cross 
Street, there is ‘‘no real need”’ for the 
center, which she said ‘‘won’t serve the 
town’’ and would inevitably ‘‘become 
commercial’’ because it would be built 
‘tin the name of one person.’’ Andover 
would do better to locate the rink at the 
high school, she said — or to build a 
swimming pool instead of a hockey rink. 

Robert Merrill of Cross Street said the 
article should be removed from the war- 
rant while town officials give it further 
study. 

And Arthur Pierson of Robandy Road 
(who pointed out that he lives across 
town from West Andover) said it would 
be a ‘“‘bad precedent” to allow a “com- 
mercial enterprise’ in a_ residential 
area. If the center were to be located in 
another area, ‘‘where a commercial en- 
terprise should be, all my objections 
would go away,”’ Pierson said. 

One resident spoke in favor of the rec- 
reation center. Grover Nix of Central 
Street, president of the Andover Hockey 
Association, said, “‘There is a very large 
group of people in town who actually sup- 
port this proposal.”

The association had taken no formal 
position on the proposal and had no opin- 
ion at this time about where the center 
should be located, Nix said, but about 200 
families in the group have shown ‘‘very 
strong enthusiasm” for the Ristuccia 
plan. 

Wesley Carter of Brady Loop respond- 
ed that “there are more than 200 families 
in West Andover, and we certainly don’t 
waht this thing in our backyard.”’ 

Chairman Byrne told the crowd the 
proposal has been surrounded by ‘‘mis- 
conceptions’’ — chief among them that 
the selectmen want to build ‘Boston 
Garden North’’ in West Andover. 

The Ristuccia rink would not be com- 
mercial, but a “non-profit operation,”’ 
Byrne said. The town manager added 
that town officials want the proposed 
center to be “‘self-supporting,’’ which 
would mean limiting its size to 2,000 to 3.- 
000 seats, rather than the 7,000 seats the 
Ristuccias originally had in mind. 

The article was inserted on the war- 
rant to make the Monday deadline for 
insertions, the chairman said, but is still 
‘in the discussion stage — it is not cast 
in concrete. The article could be 
amended or withdrawn.”’ 

Selectman Gerald Silverman noted 
that the board has only sketchy informa- 
tion about the Ristuccia plan at this point 
— and therefore had little information to 
offer townspeople. ‘‘There is no arena,”’ 
he said. ‘‘There are no numbers, there 
are no plans, there are no drawings. This 
is just a proposal.” 

Mahony said he is currently evaluating 
three or four sites, and has found ‘‘se- 
rious problems” with the Cross Street 
site: inadequate roads, a poor drainage 
system, lack of sewer service. 

“We're not really interested in that 
parcel anymore,” he said near the end of 
the board meeting, after most of the 
West Andover residents had left. ‘‘We

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Condo Plan Studied 


By Susan Rand 


The Zoning Board of Appeals has put off mak- 
ing a decision on Anastiasios Kalogianis’s plan 
to put an 80 unit condominium development, 
complete with its own health ciub, on two acres 
of land on Railroad Street 

The ZBA heard Kalogianis’s request for the 
variance he needs before starting work on the 
project at their meeting Thursday, Jan. 3. But 
because board officials requested more infor- 
mation from the developer on Thursday and 
again on Saturday, when they toured the site, 
they held off making a decision on Kalogianis’s 
request, Appeals Chairman Wesley Whitney told 
THE TOWNSMAN 

A meeting to discuss the condo plan, to be 
called Corinthian Condominiums, will be sched- 
uled in the next few weeks, Whitney said. 

A similiar variance allowing the condos to be 
built on the same parcel of Industrial G land was 
granted by the ZBA back in November of 1982 
but Kalogianis didn’t start work on the project 
before that variance lapsed. Andover attorney 
Reginald Marden, representing Kalogianis’s A 
and M Realty company told the ZBA last Thurs- 
day that Kalogianis’s new variance petition was 
much the same as the 1982 request. , 

The only difference is in the laying of the sew- 
er and water lines from the development, Mar- 
den said. The first plan had the water running 
down Essex Street and the sewer line through 
adjacent land owned by the MBTA. Now both 
utilities run down Baker Lane, a private way 
that Kalogianis will upgrade to town standards 
in return for the right to run the sewer and wa- 
ter down the road, his atsorney told the board. 

Securing the MBTA easement was, Marden 
said’on Thursday, one of the primary reasons 


Kalogianis didn’t get started on the project two 
years ago. 

When the board allowed the 1982 petition it did 
so calling the development a fairly low-cost al- 
ternative to single family housing in town and 
one which would use fewer town services than a 
subdivision with 80 separate homes. The approx- 
imate cost of the condos in 1982 was to be in the 
$80,000 to $90,000 range. Now the homes will sell 
for between $80,000 and $120,000 Kalogianis told 
the ZBA. 

The development will feature the five-story 
building which will cOntain one and two bed- 
room units, Marden said. Faced in brick, Corin- 
thian Condominiums will offer residents an 
indoor swimming pool, sauna, barbecue room, 
activity rooms and a health club, said the devel- 
oper on Thursday. The site plans show 105 park- 
ing spaces at the development. 

One aspect of the development the board will 
further study is how much traffic the project 
will generate. Engineer James DiAngelo, from 
Vanasse Hangen, in Boston, told the board that 
condos on the Railroad Street parcel will gener- 
ate less traffic than an office development there. 
But Whitney told DiAngelo that in theory both 
the office and condo projects could present over- 
whelming traffic problems for the area. He re- 
quested specific site calculations of traffic on 
the site which will be discussed at the as yet 
unscheduled deliberation meeting. 

And a number of agreements Kalogianis has 
with residents adjacent to the project will also 
be discussed. A handful of Baker Lane neigh- 
bors were present on Thursday and told the Ap- 
peals Board they are worried about the effects 
of the development on their land. 


Porch Addition Denied 


Mildred and Seymour Vogel won’t be able to 
walk out their kitchen onto a screened-in porch 
this summer because a tentative decision by the 
Zoning Board of Appeals denied them permis- 
sion to add the porch onto their Birch Road 
home. 

Herbert Vogel told the Zoning Board at their 
meeting last Thursday that his family wanted to 
add the porch off their kitchen which would put 
the structure too close to the lot line. A similiar 
structure could be added to the home off a bed- 
room, but, Herbert Vogel told the board, the 
family didn’t want to travel through the bed- 
room to get to the porch. 

The ZBA, after a visit to the home on Saturday 
morning, agreed there wasn’t a necessary hard- 
ship involved in the Vogel petition, said board 
Chairman Wesley Whitney, and voted to deny 
the variance request. That denial has yet to be 
formally ratified after a decision is written on 
the request by a member of the board, Whitney 
explained. 

Other tentative decisions by the board includ- 
ed an approval of a special permit extension 
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requested by Cormier-Andover inc., tor remod- 
eling work at the Andover Country Club. That 
request was contested by David Stafford, 37 
Lowell St., who asked the board to deny the ex- 
tension request. 

Stafford told the board on Thursday that de- 
veloper Yvon Cormier, who is doing the country 
club work, had created drainage problems on 
his land after he sold seven acres of land on 
Stafford Lane to Cormier.

There are two reasons which prompt the per- 
formance of a major work by George Frederick 
Handel. For music historians, 1985 marks the 
tri-Centenary of Handel’s birth. For the church, 
this Sunday is the celebration of the Octave of 
Epiphany, the last celebration of the Christmas 
holiday season 

The Schola Cantorum of the Parish of Christ 
Church, Andover, is offering a unique presenta- 
tion of ‘The Messiah,” part one, this Sunday, 
Jan. 13, at 3:45 p.m. in the parish hall. It is 
unique in that it is being presented not as a sa- 
cred choral work, but as a performance for pub- 
lie entertainment. The choir is somewhat

Hospital’s Expenses 


How do hospitals spend their money? 
The largest part of a hospital’s expenses 
are for wages, salaries and benefits. 
They total more than 64 percent of all the 
money hospitals pay out. Purchased— 
services, laundry, cleaning, telephone, 
etc.—take another 5 percent of the bud- 
get. The 30 percent that’s left is divided 
up among a wide variety of goods and 
services, inluding: 

About 4 percent for medical/surgical 
supplies and equipment; 

Three and a half percent for fuel and 
utilities; 

Food takes 3.3 percent; 

Drugs and pharmaceuticals, 2.6 per- 
cent. Some hospitals spend more for x- 
ray film than they spend for all drugs in 
the course of a year. 

Across the nation, pharmacy expenses 
average about 4 percent of total hospital 
expenses, although about a third of such 
expenses go to wages, salaries and bene- 
fits.

A non-sacred performance of ‘“The Messiah”’ 
is very much in keeping with the composer’s 
original concept of the piece. Handel was in 
deep financial trouble at the time he wrote the 
work. His opera company had folded, he had 
suffered a stroke and was seriously considering 
leaving England. 

Charles Jennings, Handel’s libretist on more 
than one occasion, presented the composer with 
“The Messiah’”’ text is hopes it would encourage 
him to return to writing English oratorios. 
Handel accepted the text in 1741 and was asked 
to give a series of concerts in Dublin ‘iat sum- 
mer. He began composing the music on August 
22, 1741, and completed it three weeks later on 
September 14. 

“The Messiah” premiered on April 13, 1742, 
for the benefit of charity. The populace was so 
excited over this new work that ladies were re- 
quested not to wear hoops so that a larger audi- 
ence could be accommodated. 

Handel was again a success with his operas in 
London, although theatergoers were not pleased 
with using biblical texts for theater works. Since 
many of his principal patrons were Jewish 
(Handel only wrote two sacred oratorios using 
New Testament texts), he advertised ‘‘The Mes- 
siah’”’ as ‘“‘a new sacred oratorio’ so as not to 
offend his patrons. It was not successful. 

The score for ““The Messiah’ was never pub- 
lished in Handel’s lifetime as the subject contin- 
ued to be considered sensitive, but the 
performance of the work grew in popularity as 
Handel began to use it annually for his charity 
performances for the Foundling Hospital. These 
concerts began in 1750 and continued until his 
death in 1759. To this day, the annual perfor- 
mances of ‘“The Messiah’’ have been a musical 
tradition unparalleled in the English-speaking 
world. 

“The Messiah’ is not specifically a Christmas 
piece. The majority of Part I is taken from Old 
Testament prophesies. Only ““There were Shep- 
herds,” ‘‘Glory to God,”’ the second part of “‘He 
shall feed His flock’”’ and the final chorus, ‘‘His 
yoke is easy” are taken from the books of Mat- 
thew and Luke. The rest of the texts are derived 
from Isaiah, Haggai, Malachi and Zacharias. 

According to Earl L. Miller, music director of 
Christ Church, “This is not just one more perfor- 
mance of ‘“‘The Messiah.”’ It is an opportunity to 
look at this much performed work in another 
light, entertainment.” All of the soloists have 
been taken from the Schola Cantorum and all of 
the instrumentalists are from the greater And- 
over community. 

The presentation is free and open to the pub- 
lic. In breaking the tradition of the first perfor- 
mance in 1742, ladies may wear hoops if they 
desire, although a warm sweater is recommend- 
ed.

Town Election Will Result 
In New Board Members

Town voters will decide seven local races in this year’s 
March town elections but nomination papers for those 
seats aren’t going fast. At THE TOWNSMAN’s presstime 
yesterday five Andover residents had taken out nomi- 
nation papers for the March 25 election. 

* Selectman William J. Dalton will seek re-election to his 

seat on the town’s go¥erning board. But Selectman Norma 
A. Gammon told THE TOWNSMAN this week she has 
decided not to campaign for the seat she has held for six 
years (see story elsewhere in this issue). 

And orn the School Committee one of the two members 
up for re-election has decided not to run for a second term. 
Robert F. Smith announced at Tuesday evening’s school 
board meeting that he won't run this winter, citing a new 
business commitment which, he said, would leave him 
with not enough time to devote to the job. 

“It is rewarding to me to look back ever the past three 
years and see what we have accomplished,” Smith told 
his colleagues on Tuesday. 

School Comittee member Susan T. Poore has not yet 
taken out nomination papers for re-election but David A. 
Birnbach, 2 Bellevue Road, a newcomer to town politics 
and a product of the public school systern here, has filed 
for one of the spots on the committee 

On Monday, Poore told THE TOWNSMAN she wasn't 
sure whether she will seek re-election, saying she will 
make a decision soon. 

Town Moderator James D. Doherty will again seek re- 
election to his one year post, as overseer of Town Meet- 
ings. And voters will decide who fills one year that re- 
mains on the late Thomas P. Eldred’s Housing Authority 
term. Ronald Hajj was appointed to finish out last year of 
the term and will run to complete the last year of Eldred’s 
term.

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Also on the March ballot will be a seat on the Regional 
School Committee, a three-year post now filled by John P. 
Childs, who took out nomination papers but told THE 
TOWNSMAN on Tuesday that he has decided not to seek 
re-election for personal reasons. Interested in his position 
is Gerald Grasso who also has nomination papers for the 
committee post. 

Voters will also elect trustees of the Punchard Free 
School, said Town Clerk Elden Salter. 

Andover’s registered voters will go to the polls from 7 
a.m. to 8 p.m., on election day, Monday, March 25, at the 
Dunn Gymnasium, at Andover High School. The voting 
places have been consolidated to one location; no one will 
vote at the Senior Citizen’s Center, as they did for the 
presidential primary and elections, stressed Town Clerk 
Salter. 

Nomination papers must be returned to Salter’s office 
by Feb. 11, he said, with the signatures of at least 110 
registered Andover voters. And residents have until Feb. 
5 to register to vote in the town election. 

For two seats on the Board of Selectmen the candidate 
to date is: 
¢ William J. Dalton, 41, 9 Old South Lane, is running for 
re-election to his second term on the Board of Selectmen. 
An attorney, Dalton is general counsel for a number of

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Warrant 
May Have 
91 Items 


Town Meeting voters may have upwards of 91 
warrant articles to consider at this year’s Town 
Meeting on Monday, April 1, but the contents of 
the articles are under wraps as town officials 
pour over them, examining each for its legality. 

The warrant closed for submission of articles 
for the annual meeting on Monday and at first 
count Town Clerk Elden Salter told THE 
TOWNSMAN he thought 91 articles had been 
submitted. 

But that may change, Salter quickly ‘cau- 
tioned. Town Counsel Alfred L. Daniels must 
make sure each article is legal, he said, some- 
thing the town clerk expects done by today. 

Salter declined to give details on any of the 
articles until Daniels looks at them and the 
Town Clerk has a chance to go over each with 
Town Manager Kenneth Mahony. 

Salter was working on the articles when he 
talked with THE TOWNSMAN on Tuesday. At 
that time he had read through some 65 of the 
submitted articles, fourteen of which he said are 
regular ‘‘boilerplate’’ features of every Town 
Meeting that are taken at the beginning of the 
session. Another eight articles are what Salter 
called conservation articles. There are sixteen 
streets that will be considered for acceptance by 
the town. And six changes in the town’s bylaws 
for matters such as adding licensing of limou- 
sines to Andover’s procedures will be heard by 
town voters. 

Nine articles to rezone property were turned 
in as well as six to change the town’s zoning 
bylaws, all of which will be considered before 
Town Meeting at public hearings held by the 
Planning Board, the first of which is set for 
Tuesday, Jan. 29, where the proposed parking 
bylaw will be discussed. 

Finance Committee hearings will be sched- 
uled for those articles for which funds need be 
appropriated. 

Salter explained that after Daniels rules on 
the articles he and Mahony will put the articles 
in the order that they will be considered at Town 
Meeting. 

Lastly, each town residence will receive a 
copy of the articles as they will be presented at 
Town Meeting, mailed out, by law, no later than 
ten days before Town Meeting. 
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Tewksbury Woman Saved In 
escue At Haggetts Pond

A quick and well organized rescue b 
four Andover police officers and the tow 
dog officer may have saved Jane DeGre- 
gorio’s life on Monday afternoon when 
she was pulled from the icy waters of 
Haggetts Pond. 

It was 1:46 p.m. when Andover Police 
received the call from Barron’s Country 
Store that someone had fallen through 
the ice on the pond, said Lt. Kevin 
Lynch, one of the first to arrive on the 
scene. 

Lynch and Officer Joseph Oulette, both 
out in separate cruisers responded to the 
‘all as did Officer Robert Cronin and 
Det. Kevin Winters, on their way back to 
Andover from court in Lowell. Dog offi- 
cer Wayne Nader, also nearby, heard the 
call and rushed to the pond. The five men 
arrived at the Haggetts Pond Road side 


of the pond a few minutes later, said 
Lynch. 
They spotted DeGregorio, a 


Tewksbury resident, about 200 to 300 feet 
out, in water well over her head. She was 
hanging onto the edge of the ice and in 
the water up to her chest, Lynch said. 
The officers immediately went out onto 
the ice, which started cracking under- 
foot 

‘“‘We realized how unsafe it was, the ice 
was cracking at every step so we spread 
out,” said Lynch. “If we ran’ we would 
have gone through the ice, there was no 
question in my mind.” So the officers 
fanned out, sliding along the ice to reach 
DeGregorio 

Cronin and Winters reached DeGrego- 
rio, who is 52, first finding her in shock 
but able to talk. They estimated she had 
been in the freezing water for about ten 
to 15 minutes. Both men were lying on 
their stomachs, on either side of DeGre- 
gorio, reaching for her arms. 

A round life preserver on a rope was 
passed out to DeGregorio but in her first 
attempt she couldn't grab onto it as the 
ice she was holding onto kept cracking 
out from under her 

“Our biggest fear was that she wasn't 
going to grab onto that life preserver,”’ 
Oulette said. ‘At one point she said ‘I 
can’t do it’ But Lt. Lynch yelled to her to 
grab on to the ring and try again. It 
seemed to help and she grabbed on to the 
ring.”’ 

DeGrogorio held tight to the life pre 
server and Cronin and Winters helped 
drag her out of the water while Lynch 
Oullette and Nader hauled on the rope 
and then carried the woman to the wait- 
ing Andover ambulance. Cronin and Win- 
ters had to crawl from the Said 
Lynch, because it was cracking as they 
tried to leave 

DeGregorio was rushed to Lawrence 
General Hospital where her family ha 
requested that no information be given 
out about her condition. She was re- 
leased on Monday

Understanding Necessary 


The offer of the Bernard Ristuccia family to 
provide the town with a skating rink has evolved 
into a multi-million dollar controversy within the 
town. ° 

The Ristuccia family is desirous of providing 
the town with an indoor arena in memory of Eli- 
nor Ristuccia, wife and mother, who died this 
past spring. 

West Andover residents are particularly con- 
cerned, even irate, that the suggested site for the 
arena is in the Cross Street area, or their back 
yard. 

Members of the Andover Hockey Association, 
which has a considerable membership, are natu- 
rally in favor of such a facility, regardless of 
where it may be located in the community. 

What is neded at this point in time is a little 
understanding of. how municipal government 
works, as well as what the actual status of the 
gift to the town is. 

The West Andover people have been upset 
since the proposal was first mentioned in early 
December. There is a natural tendency to object 
to a facility of this size and nature in a neighbor- 
hood setting, with the concerns for traffic, effect 
on the surrounding area, etc. 

Such reaction could be anticipated in view of an 
organized group from the same area a few years 
ago objecting to the placement of playground 
equipment in the same Cross Street, town-owned 
property for the summer use of area youngsters. 

What should be borne in mind is that the Cross 
Street location is but one of three being consid- 
ered by the town, the others being an abandoned 


gravel pit and at the high school campus. 

What also should be thoroughly understood is 
that no decision has been made on the proposal 
by any town agency. 

Selectmen Monday night voted only to place an 
article in the warrant concerning site selection. 

Based on several telephone calls from West 
Andover residents this was taken as tacit appro- 
val and acceptance of the arena. 

Andover’s selectmen have not, can not and will 
not accept or reject this gift. They are powerless 
to act in any way until such time as town meeting 
instructs them to act and also makes a decision 
relative to a site. 

Obviously, due to Andover’s town meeting form 
of government, the arena will not rise in West 
Andover. Residents there are already organized 
sufficiently to pack town meeting and reject the 
site, no doubt vacating the town meeting floor 
immediately following the vote, leaving the adop- 
tion of millions of dollars in budgets and projects 
to residents concerned with the town as a whole. 

There, too, is the possibility that the Ristuccia 
family will withdraw their offer to the town alto- 
gether, since they also have sites under consider- 
ation in Wilmington where their businesses are 
located. 

What is needed at present in examining the 
overall proposal for Andover residents is a little 
temperate, unemotional understanding of where 
the proposal stands as the community heacs to- 
ward an annual town meeting in April. That sta- 
tus remains one of examination and evaluation 
only at present.

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Company May Fight Zoning 
Board Decision In Court 


By Susan Rand 


Without an addition to their manufacturing building 
Central Industrial Labratories was considering moving 
from Andover to another, larger location. But the compa- 
ny’s officers may decide to stay in town and fight in court 
to overturn a Zoning Board of Appeals ruling denying 
them permission to add onto their One Connector Road 
plant. 

The Central Labs request was denied for lack of a clear 
majority vote — the variance at the board’s meet- 
ing Thursday, Jan. 3 when the Zoning Board vote of three 
in favor of the petiton to two against was reversed from an 
earlier tentative vote of 4 to 1, which would have granted 
the variance for Central Labs and allowed their addition 
to be constructed. Under zoning rules a petitioner receiv- 
ing less than a majority of four votes for a variance re- 
quest is denied the variance. 

A preliminary vote on requests for variances and spe- 
cial permits is taken at a deliberation meeting held after 
members visit sites, usually the Saturday following their 
Thursday evening meeting. At the Saturday, Nov. 8, delib- 
eration meeting following a visit to the Connector Road 
facility the board voted 4 to 1, with Chairman Wesley 
Whitney casting the only dissenting vote, to deny the Cen- 
tral Labs request. Jane Griswold, Ernest Hall, Roger Col- 
lins and Elaine Katz voted to grant the variance. But 
Griswold changed her vote at last Thursday’s ZBA meet- 
ing and joined Whitney in opposing the petition, changing 
the vote from an approval to a denial. 

Central Labs needs to add more machinery to its metal 
plating operating or risk losing business to competitors, 
Vice-President Peter Richards told the ZBA at the public 
hearing on Nov. 6. 

When contacted by THE TOWNSMAN on Friday, Rich- 
ards had not heard of the board’s denial and was sur- 
prised by the vote turn-around. He said company officials 
would have to consider leaving Andover. 

In a telephone interview on Monday Richards called the 
decision ‘‘heartless,’’ saying the company’s attorney Her- 


bert L. Schultz, of Lawrence, was ‘‘outraged’’ by the deci- 
sion. Richards said the company would appeal the 
decision in court. 

Schultz said he thought the petitioners showed a hard- 
ship when the case was presented in November. 

“The petition warranted the board making a favorable 
decision,’’ Schultz said. “I think the officers of the cor- 
poration will instruct me to file an appeal.” 

The attorney said he hadn’t yet received notification of 
last Thursday evening’s denial, nor had he met with Cen- 
tral Labs officals. 

If the compaiiy takes the town board to court the appeal 
will be filed in Essex County Superior Court, Schultz ex- 
plained, but a hearing date may not be set for two months, 
at the earliest, he added. 

This was not the first time Central Labs went before the 
Zoning Board because of the odd size of the land on which 
they built their manufacturing plant. Back in 1980, when 
the company moved to Andover from the Lawrence Indus- 
trial Park, they requested a variance to construct the 
building closer to side and rear lot lines than town zoning 
laws allow. The ZBA said no to the request then and Rich- 
ards explained that they compensated for the loss of floor 
space by adding a second floor and work space in the 
basement to the building. 

Hall and Katz weren't present at the Zoning Board's 
final vote on Central Labs last Thursday but Chairman 
Whitney told board members their opinions on the vari- 
ance request were known. 

Griswold said Richards knew of the restrictions of the 
land when the building went up in 1980. 

‘“‘He’s taking advantage of what he knew was a bad 
scene,”’ she said at Thursday’s meeting. 

Central Labs works mostly on defense industry products 
including parts for the space shuttle and B-1 bomber, 
Much of their work involves metal plating for ball bear- 
ings from New Hampshire Ball Bearings, in Laconia, 
N.H. 


Administrators Must Close 
$1.4 Million Budget Gap

The town manager will not release his Fiscal Year 1986 
budget until Friday, Jan. 18, but at this point town and 
school officials seem to be looking at a $1.4 million gap 
hetween the budget they’d like to have and the budget that 
Andover can afford. 

The town will see an increase of at least five percent in 
revenues available to fund the fiscal '86 town and school 
budgets, Finance and Budget Director Anthony Torrisi 
reported last week. 


However, department heads have requested budget in- 
creases ranging from 10 to 18 percent, Torrisi said — add- 
ing up to a deficit of about $700,000 on both the town side 
and the school side 

Town Manager Kenneth Mahony hopes to see next 
year’s revenue increase beefed up to seven percent, the 
budget director said, while the departmental requests 
have already been trimmed to a 12 percent increase.

On the down side, traffic problems in

3) Replacements after catastrophe if the building is rebuilt not to exceed its 
pre-catastrophe size and if no change in use occurs (see Section VI.A.6.g) 


f. Extensions or Alterations of Non-Conforming buildings and Uses 
Extensions or alterations of a pre-existing, non-conforming building or use 
which requires a Special permit under Section VII.A. shall provide only the 
additional number of parking spaces which would be required for the ex- 
tension of alteration. 

g. Replacement After Catastrophe 
The following parking requirements shall apply to a building or structure 
which has been damaged by fire, explosion or other catastrophe: 

1) If a building or structure which did not conform with Section VI.A.4 
of the Zoning bylaw is rebuilt not to exceed its pre-catastrophe size 
and if no change in use occurs, continuance of that non-conformance 
will be allowed; 

(2) Any change in use shall require the building or structure to conform 
with Section VI.A.4 of the zoning bylaw: 

(3) If a building or structure is rebuilt to exceed its pre-catastrophe size. 
the additional number of parking spaces which would be required for 
the excess floor area must be provided.
